Document 1 describes low-molecular weight sulfated means derived from the sea cucumber 
\Ludwigothurea grisea. 

Document 2 describes oligosaccharides obtained by lysis with endo-a-L-fucosidase. 
Document 3 describes oligosaccharides obtained by lysis with a hydrolase derived from 
\Fucoidanobacter marinus. 

This examination finds that the oligosaccharides described in documents 1-3 are one and the same 
jas the sulfated fucan oligosaccharides of claims 7 and 10.

Documents 1-3 cited in the international search report do not describe the inventions of claims 1-6, 
8 and 9, and therefore these inventions are novel and involve an inventive step. 

Documents 1 -3 do not describe endo-a-L-fucosidase and sulfated fucan sulfatase derived from 
\Fucoidanobdcter marinus that act to decompose sulfated fucans derived from sea cucumber.
